The reply filed on 1/18/02 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission ( See 37 CFR 1.111): 

The Species Election (Paper No. 7) set forth a requirement that allowed Applicant to define the initial species of autoimmune disorder 
and therapeutic composition to be examined from among the numerous permutations recited in the claims. However, the election of 
species of record do not appear to fully define the ultimate species elected. While it is clear that Applicant has elected the claims to be 
initially examined with respect to the prior art as limited to a method of treating the autoimmune disease systemic lupus 
erythematosus, the ultimate species of the therapeutic composition administered in the method remains unclear. 

In view of the complex nature of the instant claims, Applicant is required to clearly set forth all components of the therapeutic 
composition elected as the ultimate species of thereaputic composition adminstered in the instant method. In particular, there should 
be a clear indication of the following: 

a) number of antibodies to a B cell antigen adrninistered; 

b) specificity of the antibody, antibodies, or hybrid antibodies to the B cell antigen, including the epitope(s) if one or more 
antibody to CD22 is administered; 

c) whether each antibody administered is unconjugated (naked) or conjugated, including the identity of the conjugate if a 
conjugated antibody is administered; 

d) whether the therapeutic composition also comprises a bispecific fusion protein and the targets of the bispecific fusion protein; 

and 

e) whether the therapeutic composition further comprises a secondary therapeutic, and if so, what that secondary therapeutic is. 

For example, Applicant may elect a therapeutic composition comprising a combination of a naked antibody to CD22 epitope B, a 
second antibody to CD22 epitope B that is conjugated to a toxin, and a secondary therapeutic directed against T cells, wherein the 
secondary therapeutic is methotrexate. 

Applicant must also indicate the claims -which read on the elected species, and is invited to add a new claim which recites the 
ultimately elected species. 

Since an examination on the merits has not yet taken place, Applicant will not be bound by the replies filed 10/12/01 or 1/18/02, and 
may elect any ultimate species of therapeutic composition. A request to change the elected autoimmune disorder would also be 
honored.
